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A WISE DECISION 

We applaud the decision of the Selectmen, 
made Monday evening, to request that the next 
street to be constructed under Chapter 90 funds 
be Concord Street. 

Concord Street will assume increasing impor- 
tance, in the very soon future. It leads to one 
of the interchanges on the new Interstate High- 
way 93, which may open in mid October, and as 
such will be used not only by motorists, but by 
trucks and commercial vehicles, and this kind 
of traffic, on a town highway, would tax us to 
an extreme degree. 

There are definite advantages, in other ways 
to having this street made a Chapter 90 highway 
at this time, 

At the present time there are only four 
homes on Concord Street, between Woburn Street 
and Federal Street. This means that land dam- 
ages will be at a minimum now, but later, with 
more homes sure to be built, the damages would 
be much larger. This is important to remember, 
for the Town of Wilmington will have to bear 
the entire cost of the damages. 

Undoubtedly, too, there will be improvements 
at the corner of Middlesex Avenue, and Federal 
Street, a corner which is now frought with dan- 
ger to our motorist. 

We extend our compliments to our Selectmen. 


A LOW BLOW 

Our state legislature has struck the tax- 
payers of our towns a low blow during the past 
week, 

If it were the only one of its type during 
their current session we might be tempted to 
let it pass, but the history of the present 
legislature is such that the taxpayer and home 
owner will probably have plenty of reason to 
regret its existance, 

In the past week, 


Wilming- 


at the behest of Senator 
Francis I Lappin (R) of Dracut and Senator 
James P Rurak (D) of Haverhill the Legislature 
has passed a law that forbids towns and cities 
to require homes to be over 768 square feet in 
area. 

The two senators had the strong support of 
Senator John E Powers (D) of Boston, President 
of the Senate. Powers was reported as being 
concerned about (1) discouragement to young 
veterans who want to own a home, and (2) con- 
cern for old folks who want a home. 

In the first place, as far as Wilmington is 
concerned, this town provides Veterans Housing 
and Old Age Housing. We have reason to believe 
that we are not unique, 

We also have, in this town, a minimum re- 
quirement of 800 square feet, which the citi- 
zens have agreed is a sensible requirement. 

It is noteworthy that the Senators intro- 


duced the bill at the behest of the Massachu- 
setts Home Builders Association. 

So let's look at the record: 

Last January Governor Furcolo pointed out in 
his message that the tax situation in the toms 
and cities of the Commonwealth was becoming 

xtremely burdensome to the average home owner. 
fre recommended a re-apportionment of the 
State subsidies, on a more realistic basis. 

The Legislature, being politically minded, 
those to ignore the Governor's recommendations. 

Instead they have added more confusion to 
the situation. In one instance they have done 
something to straighten out matters, when they 
reapportioned MDC sewer costs, but this has in 
effect treated the aching corn, and neglected

the other symptons of the aching Massachusetts 
body corporate. 

Then they passed a law upping school tea- 
chers minimum salaries to $4000 a year, start- 
ing next September. 

This means that the salary schedule of 
teachers, in the average town, will be in- 
creased 10%. No one has a fight with teacher § 
being well paid - if the money is there. But 
the legislature made no provisions for the mo- 
ney, and the taxpayers, in our towns and cities 
will just have to pay that much more next year. 

Our current salary budget for teachers is in 
excess of $500,000 a year. Without adding new 
teachers (which of course will happen) our 
legislature has seen fit to add $50,000 a year 
to this budget. 

We in Wilmington are faced with an increase 
of better than $2 in our tax rate, in 1960, and 
other towns and cities face the same thing, in 
proportion, thanks to the gmtlemen in the 
legislature, 

Now they have reduced the size of homes, 
In doing this, they not only invaded a tradi- 
tion of home rule, but they have sorely misled 
the taxpayers, who of course will believe that 
a small home will mean less taxes. 

It's a low, low blow. 


AND NOW THAT THE SMOKE IS CLEARING 

And now that the smoke is clearing we are 
able to see a little more of what the Legisla- 
ture has done, in its well publicized aytempt 
to "cut the budget" and "save the taxpayers 
money". 

For weeks the smoke hung around Beacon Hii” 
as "millions" were cut from Governor Furcolo's 
budget, in the daily sessions. A good many tax- 
payers were impressed, which was the general 
idea, anyway. 

Not so well publicized is the upping of the 
Capital Outlay Budget - an old parliamentary 
trick which deludes the taxpayers of today in 
thinking that the taxpayers of tomorrow: are 
going to pay the bila. Our state indebtedness 
is as high as.it is because Past legislatures 
have pulled this track. Our present legislature 
is now pulling it.

There has been no fanfare about it. The tax- 
payer is being deluded into believing that his 
elected representatives are saving him money 
while they are piling up the future debts for 
him to pay. 

And, let it be noted, $1,200,000 of the mo- 
ney which our legislature has piled on the tax- 
Payers back is for a new building in New Bed- 
ford, -which may Probably be torn down again 
in the near future, as a new highway is sche- 
duled to go through the site. ge
